His 
grand story of E\angeline, the charming 
song of Hiawatha, the ringing stanzas of 
“Excelsior/' aud tho cheering “Psalm of 
Life,” have gone over the world, and have 
been translated into the language of every 
civilised nation. He was in perfect sym­ 
pathy with humanity, and wheu he wrote, 
he wrote for the people and for the homes, 
an. I thus on I* •ared himself to the mil­ 
lions. {Time time ago when Cardinal Wise­ 
man, jot London, delivered a lecture 
ou “Home Education of the Poor,” he 
commented over the sad fact tiiat Eng­ 
land had no poet who was to the labor­ 
ing classes, what Goethe was to tho 
peasantry of Germany.

Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow, LL. D., was born in Port­ 
land, Maine, on the 27th of February 
1807, his father being the Hon. Stephen 
Longfellow. Young Henry’s early edu 
cation receive J the utmost care of his pa­ 
rents, and at the age of l l years lie en­ 
tered Bowdoin college, in Ins native 
State, from which lie was graduated in 
1815. After leaving [college lie entered 
his father’s law office, hut tho so uncon­ 
genial to his tastes that lifter a few 
months of study he abandoned Black­ 
stone ana Kent and commenced the 
study of literature. 
Having been ten 
deredthe professorship of modern lan­ 
guages 
at 
Bowdoin 
ho 
went 
abroad 
to 
himself 
for 
the 
duties 
of 
tho 
chair, 
and 
spent three and a half years in Europe. 
He returned to tho United States in 1839, 
and at once assumed the duties ut his 
professorship. He remafined at Bow’­ 
doin until 1835, when ho accepted the 
professorship of modern languages and 
belles |lettres at Harvard. 
Again lie 
went abroad, and after a year he entered 
upon his duties at Harvard, in 18:36. 
Tins position ho held until 1851, when 
he resigned and devoted himself exclus­ 
ively to his own writing and the publica­ 
tion of his works. He began his literary 
work while a student at Bowdoin, many 
of Ins early poems boing published rn 
the United States Gazette, and while a 
professor he contributed many able criti­ 
cisms to the North American Review’. 
His first collection of poems was pub­ 
lished in 1839.

Poems” appeared m 1842, and “Poems on 
Slavery” aud the “Spanish Student” the 
year following. The poem that brought 
him the most fame, “Evangelic,” ap­ 
peared 1847, aud “Kavnuagh” in 1819, 
“Hiawatha” was published in 1855, “Miles 
Standish” 
in 1858, “Hanging of the 
Crane” in 1874, aud “Keranos” in is7;s. 
No American poet has been so greatly 
admired in Europe as Mr. Longfellow’, 
and his works have been translated into 
most of tho continental languages. 
He 
visited Europe in 1842, aud again in 1868 
and again the next year. Tho honorary 
degree of LL. D. was conferred upon him 
by Cambridge university iu 1868, and that 
of D. C. L. by the university of Oxford rn 
1869. In 1873 ho was elected a member 
of the Russian Academy of Science, aud 
iu 1877 a member of the Spanish Acade­ 
my. Ou the 27th of last mouth tho 75tli 
anniversary of his birth was w idely cel­ 
ebrated by the various literary institu­ 
tions of the United States, but his health 
has latterly been so broken as to render 
it impossible for bim to attern! to his own 
correspondence.

A German Silver Wedding. 
On thin Sunday there was evidently 
something unusual astir. 
People clung 
like swarming bees a1 Knit tho din a's of 
the linker's house, where swung the 
blue wooden sigil, displaying the usual 
white coffee-pot and the lavish assort­ 
ment of fancy bread, painted with primi­ 
tive notions of perspective, wreathed for 
the occasion with laurel anti bay, as if 
the portly baker had just returned from 
a globous military campaign. 
I no­ 
ticed that the ladies of the party pushed 
bravely in et the narrow doorway, while 
the gentlemen lingered more ffliyly out­ 
side. whispering together, anti nudging 
each other to enter first. 
Kvery one 
was in gala dress, and turned pleasant 
brown faces to greet me as I entered the 
linker’s house, which is built, as are all 
the farm-houses of North Germany (for 
the baker had some land of his own to 
farm I, in two parts—that is to Bay, a 
long brick-floored hall divides the living 
rooms, which open 14Kin it on one side, 
from the stalls for horses and cows, 
which are ranged on the other. 
The 
chief work iff the house is done in this 
big, open hall. 
The women wash their 
clothes aud the girls cook aud iron at the 
stove in the corner, while the cows and 
the customers look on from opposite 
sides, for the shop, the parlor, and tile 
sleeping rooms of the family all ojien on 
the hall. This arrangement affords rare 
opportunities for gossiping with all the 
oltl women w ho look in, ostensibly to 
fetch their daily loaves of black bread, 
a yard long, and as hard as a brickbat. 
But on this occasion a long table occu­ 
pies the center of the hall, spread with 
all sorts of unusual delicacies. 
Six or 
eight brown smoked hams, and as many 
long, blue-black sausages; piles of bread 
and butter and gingerbread; Hat cakes 
sprinkled with cinnamon and sugar; 
square cakes full of raisins, or—a ter­ 
rible danger to unwary teeth—frosh 
cherries, with an unnatural pre|Hinder­ 
ance of stones, which have a knack of 
imbedding themselves where they are 
least expected, iu the soft corners of a 
wedge-shaped slice. 
The table w as gar­ 
nished with huge bouquet* of flowers— 
asters, fuschias, and larkspur—which 
had lieen contributed by all the ncigh- 
boKB, and accounted for the generally 
cropped appearance of all the gardens in 
the village.—The Argosy.

Few people are aware, speaking of 
taxation, that Vermont has an “ Estab­ 
lished Church,” for whose support tho 
l>eople are (indirectly) taxed. Yet such 
is the case. In the original charter of 
the “ New Hampshire Grants” from 
George Iii., through Benning Went­ 
worth, the last royal Governor of New 
Hampshire, it was stipulated that one 
lot in each town should be set apart for 
the Soc iety for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts, one for the 
support of the first settled minister, 
and one for public schools. Many years 
ago all these lands were leased in j#r- 
ftcttio at what were fair rates then, but 
very low to-day, the rental to be in lieu 
of all taxes. For many years past the 
rental has been much less than the 
taxes would amount to, and hence the 
“ lease-l&nds,” as they arc called, are 
very desirable, and are much sought 
alter. Near the beginning of the pres­ 
ent century the venerable society above 
referred to transferred its interest in 
the lands to the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and the income from them— 
about $.),UU0 —is paid to the Treasurer 
of the diocese. These lands, together 
with those sequestered to other relig­ 
ious objects and the public schools, ag­ 
gregate nearly 270,000 acres, the annual 
income from whi£h is about $32,000.—

and more—bankruptcy has been staring 
a large portion of the tenant farmers of 
the island in the face, and the entire 
fabric of English society, which rested 
largely on landed proprietorship as a 
basis, is threatened with disorganiza­ 
tion. It is alleged that cheap freights, 
which have brought our rich Western 
lands into direct competition with Brit­ 
ish farms In their home market, has 
caused this ruin, and it is argued that 
the same in Ll ne 111*0 is depressing agri­ 
cultural industry east of the Allcgha- 
nies in our own country, our less easily 
tilled land being practically removed by 
railroads 1,000 miles away from market 
to the side of fertile prairie stretches, 
no that in the unequal struggle tho East 
must go down. 
It is urged that our 
farmers are generally complaining of 
their lot and mourning for the good 
old times forever gone. 
We are told 
of mortgage foreclosures and home­ 
steads sold, and finally it is questioned 
whether as civilization advances the 
farmer must not gradually sink in tile 
•ocial scale to the level of 4he peasants 
in the Old World. 
Now the fact is that farmers to-day 
get better prices for their crops on the 
whole than they did in the good old 
days, and they can buy more with their 
money. In cases were farms are sold 
by the sheriff—cases not so numerous as 
our prophets of evil imagine—it will lie 
found tnat ventures outside of the farm­ 
er’s 
legitimate 
industry — ventures 
prompted by that speculative spirit en­ 
gendered during the demoralizing rush 
and havoc of war times have been 


but one feeling—that of contempt. 
We 
do not advise total abstinence in eating, 
but do advise temperance. 
The preparation of the food is an im­ 
portant matter in connection with its 
digestion. The cooking may be consid­ 
ered the first process, the object of which 
is to redder the food less compact, to 
overcome the adhesion of the particles, 
as an aid to mastication.

passed for solid comforts in the free anti 
easy ti ui s of old than there is to-day 
through ait the farming community. 
And there ought to be. Farmers dress 
better, live in better houses aud read 
more than their fathers did. That their 
wants are of a higher class and more 
varied proves that they are rising above 
the social plane where their fathers 
were content to remain, instead of sink­ 
ing to the peasant level. They set out 
apon tile race of life at a swifter gait, 
and in order to hold the pace they must 
use brain as well as muscle, and brain 
work is wearing w<»rk. The solid com­ 
fort of the good old days was really 
stolid comfort—the sluggish satisfaction 
of an animal with his stomach full. The 
farmer nowadays who is content with 
this drowsy existence will invariably be 
left, for his children will demand and 
receive what other children have; and 
if the farm is managed on the slovenly 
method employed by our grandfathers 
—that is, if it is allowed to run itself— 
it will not supply the necessities of mod­ 
ern life. 
In every community there can dc 
found farmers who do more than subsist 
on the products of their acres. They 
prosper in business because they con­ 
duct their farms on business principles. 
With the necessity of getting a more 
productive increase from the soil comes 
the necessity of more study and more 
knowledge. The time has come when 
the close calculating of the manufacturer 
must be applied to agricultural practice. 
In the factory protits are made by sav­ 
ing the small percentages of waste, by 
adopting labor-saving contrivances, by 
watching the markets, by making as 
much fiuishcd product and of as good a 
quality as possible with a given amount 
of raw material procured at the lowest 
C 
able outlay. The manufacturer who 
i to keep abreast of every improve­ 
ment in method and skill is sure to fail, 
and the time has come when the same 
fate awaits the farmer, 
lf he manufac­ 
tures butter, he must run his cows, 
which are his machinery, with the same 
watchful and intelligent care which is 
•xercised by Ids neighbor who conducts 
a sugar refiner) or a cotton mill. 
Ile 
must see that his cows have a j*erfecU) 
balanced ration, with the 
properly- 
proportioned amounts of protein, starch 
and fat. Ile must get his rations at the 
cheapest possible rate, and, following 
tile example of other manufacturers 
who 
sell 
a finished product and 
buy a waste product, he will sell 
bls grain and buy eotton-secd meal, 
brewers, 
grains, 
bran, and 
other 
wastes of manufacture to make his fin­ 
ished butter product. He will not strive 
to make more butter than his neighbor 
unless he can prove that the extra pound 
can be profitably made. 
Ile will make 
special study of the subjects connected 
with the particular branch of agriculture 
which he practices, and he w ill supple­ 
ment his own experience by the teach­ 
ings of recognized authorities, and he 
will make line of every assistance which 
can be rendered by such accurate ex­ 
periments as are conducted and record­ 
ed at our best Agricultural Experiment 
Stations. 
In other word*, he will 
not be content to remain a mere 
laborer, but he will assume his true po­ 
sition as the administrative head of a 
complicated but intelligently construct­ 
ed and well-ordered system. 
Farming of this kind will pay, to-day 
and iu the future. 
It will pay not only 
in the narrow pecuniary sense, but it 
will grow a crop of better men. 
The 
Coming Farmer who survives the fierce 
struggle of close competition will devel­ 
op out of the necessities of his surround­ 
ings into a broader-minded man than 
his predecessor. 
A good deal of pleas­ 
ant flattery has been written about the 
ennobling influence of agriculture. 
No 
employment is ennobling which docs 
not require brains, and it is not a mis­ 
fortune that from this time forward tile 
farmer who succeeds must study and 
think and have a trained mind and a 
sound body.— Af. V. Tribune.

Tho greedy eater has yet 
to learn the sweetness of a crust well 
chewed to a hungry man. Is it through 
a desire to crowd more work into a day? 
The few minutes gained in eating fast 
will hardly compensate for the dull af­ 
ternoon headache or the daily feeling of 
lassitude or positive weakness. 
Is it 
because you wish to be entertaining to 
those at the table, and thus eat in five 
minutes so as to spend the rest of the 
time in talking? 
The wonderful de­ 
crease in your flow spirts when the 
company has adjourned to the parlor is 
sufficient commentary on that. 
Occasion may arise when but a few 
minutes can be employed in eating. In 
such cases it would be much better to 
eat little and eat it well. More nourish­ 
ment would thus immediately find its 
way into the system than if the stomach 
should be lilied with a large quantity of 
lumps of food that would resist efforts 
at digestion and cause aches and pains 
for a penalty. 
A little Common sense in eating would 
save a vast amount of misery in this 
world.

A dose attention to the preparation of 
the food and the manner of eating it 
mould, in most instances, do away with 
tim* need of medicines. 
Even cases of 
long standing, the result of years of 
carelessness in this respect, can lie 
greatly relieved by due attention to a 
few practical suggestions. 
It wa* a favorite maxim of Thoma* 
Jefferson1* that “ we seldom repent of 
eating too little.1* Many, however, are 
the persons who often are caused to la- 


read ily eaten by all the animals gener­ 
ally kept on farms. 
They are specially 
valuable for milch cows at the season 
of the year when grass becomes short 
and they have little disposition to eat 
hay. They help fill the gap between 
green and dry food. 
Squashes are in 
most respect* preferable to pumpkins. 
Their meat is richer and they mav be 
kept longer. There is little trouble in 
keeping some of the “hardshell1' va- 
ifefecs all winter. 
Long-keeping varie­ 
ties of squashes are now articles of com­ 
merce and shipped to Eastern markets 
in quite large quantities. 
Lately 9ome 
have been exported, and it is thought 
that there will soon be a considerable 
foreign demand for them. 
Bakers in 
cities buy them in large lots for making 
pie*. 
Squashes that are suitable for 
baking furnish the best substitute for 
sweet potatoes in places where the latter 
can not be raised.—Chicago Hines.

The great mistake in gardening is the 
crowding of ]dants, and the stinting of 
well-decomposed manure. 
At least 
forty loads should be given per sere 
each year until the ground in entirely 
filled. Every farmer knows the value 
of fertilizers on the corn crop, however 
rich the land may be. lienee the adage, 
“The more manure the more oorn^wili 
apply especially in gardening. 
The 
richer the soil the greater the profits. 
It costs no more to cultivate a rich acre 
than a poor one, and when the outcome 
from this acre may be from IOO dollars 
to 200 dollars in the one case and twenty 
to thirty dollars in tho other, the cost of
